NEW YORK, June 29.—Harry kK. 
Thaw, slayer of Stanford Ww hite, en- 
tered a plea of ‘‘not guilty’’ to the in- 
dictment for murder in the first degree 
before Judge Cow ng in Part 1 of the 
Court of General Sessions today. Thaw 
entered the plea himself,, net through 
counsel, The plea May be withdrawn 
by Tuesday night if counsel so desires, 
At 9:30 o'clock Thaw, with 25 other 
prisoners, #2 of whom were destined to 
be taken to Part 1 of Caurt of General 


of the court, left the Tombs prison and 
were distributed in the various ‘pens, ’ 
Thaw was the only “‘capital’’ prisoner. 
Thaw found the “‘pen’’ close and stuf- 
fy, and after remaining in it for a 
short time he asked Deputy Sheriff Bell 
if he could not be taken out. Bell grant- 
ed the request and secured a chair, 
which was placed near one of the win- 
dows in the Bridge of Sighs. Thaw 
carried a morning newspaper, and after 
watching the men at work excavating 
for a ventilating shaft to the subway 
on Elm street for several minutes he 
took off his coat and sat down to read 
the paper. 
He consented to see a couple of news- 
paper reporters, but said he had been 
instructed not to talk by his counsel. 
He did gay, however, that he had slept 
“fairly well’’ last night. 
“How go you find the beds?” Thaw 
was asked. 
“Well,” he replied, ‘‘they are not 
what Il am used to, but I guess I'll get 


Thaw had on a clean shirt and collar 
this morning and looked much better 
than he did yesterday when arraigned 
before Coroner Dooley. 

Prison Discipline. 
Thaw has had several unpleasant ex- 
periences with prison discipline since 
his confinement in the Tombs, but his 
keepers say that on each occasion he 
has met them gracefully. He had con- 
siderable difficulty in getting to sleep 
last night because of the intense heat 
in his cell and about midnight he called 
a keeper and asked permission to walk 
in the corridors, 
“I'm used to night air, you know, and 
this is pretty hard on me,’’ said the 
prisoner, in making the request. 
“I’m sorry, but the regulations for- 
bid prisoners leaving their cells during 
the night,’’ replied the keeper. 
“Then I guess I don’t walk,’’ com- 
mented Thaw, as he returned to his cot. 
An hour later he told the prison 
keeper he was hungry and asked for a 
lunch, but again the prison regulations 
were called to his attention. 
“Then I don't eat either,” said Thaw, 
with a smile, and a few minutes later 
he was sound asleep. 
He was up early this morning and by 
the time the gong sounded at 7 o'clock 
he was ready for the morning exercise 
in the corridor. 
Talking to one of the keepers about 
the exercise he got in prison, he said 
it was hardly enough for him, as he 
had been in the habit of swinging In- 
dian clubs every morning when he first 
got up. He asked if it would not be 
possible for arrangements to be made 
for him to have either a pair of clubs or 
@umb-bells brought to him so that he 
could get more exercise. 
“Not on this tier,"’ was the keeper's 
diplomatic way of informing Thaw that 
prisoners charged with murder are not 
allowed to have weapons of any kind 
or anything else with which they might 
possibly do themselves or others an in- 
ur. 
Emotional insanity will be his defense 
at the trial. It will not be claimed that 
the young man is insane now. This 
would mean that even though he ‘should 
be acquitted, he would have to be sent 
to the asylum for criminal insane at 
Matteawan.

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Teamster Only Witness of Leap 
of Middle-Aged Man

TOO LATE TO SAVE. HIM 
Drops From Railing as Would-

Unnoticed, except by a passing team- 
ster, a middle-aged man ended his life 
at 9:50 a. m. Friday by leaping 90 feet 
into the Mississippi from the north 
railing of Eads Bridge. The body came 
up once just below the bridge as the 
current bore it swiftly southward, but 
disappeared again before a rescue boat 
could be sent from the east shore. 

The man bought a ticket at the toll 
station at the east end of the bridge 
about 9:45. John Erbe, a teamster, of 

* North Jefferson avenue, was driving 
Slowly across the bridge when he saw 
a man jump upon the railing 50 feet 
west of the toll station. 

Realizing the stranger's intentions, 
Erbe stopped his team, jumped from his 
wagon and started toward the man 
swaying on the railing.

once the entire story of what led up to 
the killing of White is told, there can- 
not be found 12 men anywhere in the 
United States, certainly not in New 
York, who would find young Thaw 
guilty of murder in any degree. They 
believe the verdict will be acquittal. 

During the trial, which the defense 
hopes will be begun soon, it is proposed 
to lay bare the entire life of White, es- 
pecially his association with young girls 
whom he entertained in his studio in the 
tower of the Madison Square Garden. 
/It will be proved, it is asserted, that 
Thaw was goaded on to commit the 
murder by White himself; that the ar- 
chitect constantly annoyed Evelyn Nes- 
bitt Thaw, the prisoner's wife. 

Mrs. Thaw will be a witness for her 
husband. She has declared her willing- 
ness to tell all she knows. She fully 
realizes that in doing so she will sub- 
ject herself to a searching cross-exam- 
ination; that the District Attorney will 
demand to know in detail of her rela- 
tions with White. 

She says she will ‘‘face the music,” 
because in doing so she will prove her- 
self a true and faithful wife, willing 
to stand by her husband fn sorrows as 
well as in joy. If she does as well in 
court as she did before the grand jury 
she will make a great showing. 

It is stated that the former chorus 
girl will tell how she met White, and 
there is a report that there will be 
testimony that Miss Nesbit, when but 
a mere slip of a girl, was drugged by 
White the first day she called upon him 
in his den in the Madison Square Gar- 
den. 

It will also be brought out that ever 
since Thaw married Evelyn Nesbit, 
White had been running after the girl. 

It is said that White had seen Mrs. 
Thaw at least a dozen times in the past 
year and a half and that when they 
met casually he had tried to renew the 
friendship that had existed between 
them before her marriage. 

It is charged that White was accus- 
tomed to »gle the girl wife in theaters 
and other ;ublic places, 

Confessed to Husband. 
It will be asserted that Mrs. Thaw 


had been trying her very best to keep 
away from White; that finally her hus- 
band could not help noticing that a 
great change had come over her; that 
he questioned her, and that finallv she 
told him the cause of her worry. 

It will be claimed that these constant 
annoyances finally worked the young 
husband up to such a pitch of nervous 
and emotional excitement that his mind 
gave away. 

If a beautiful, slender woman with a 
face of an angel tells these things to a 
jury of men who have daughters at 
home, it will take a tidal wave to wipe 
out the impression she will have made. 

That it was to avenge his wife’s honor 
that he committed murder wi be 
proved by witnesses who conversed with 
Thaw the night of the murder, 

Foremost among those witnesses will 
be Harry Rubinstein, a clerk, who was 
present when the murder was commit- 
‘ted. Rubinstein’s affidavit is in the 
possession of Coroner Dooley, although 
the witness was not called at the in- 
quest. 

It is said that in the letters White 
addressed to Evelyn Nesbit before she 
took up with Harry Thaw there are 
statements which go to show the vile 
treatment to which the architect sub- 
jected the girl. 

All these letters can be introduced in 
evidence at the proper time, because if 
the defense be emotional insanity coun- 
sel has the right to show that it was the 
eontents of the letters Evelyn Thaw 
showed to her husband that brought 
on that form of insanity. 

Lionel E. Lawrence, stage director of 
the Madison Square Roof Garden, will be 
another witness on whom the defense 
will have to rely. “That —— ruined my 
wife, and I got him and fixed him for 
it,” Thaw said to Mr. Lawrence when 
asked why he had killed White, with 
whom the stage director wag personally 
acquainted. 

To Warner Paxton, engineer of the 
Madison Squaré Garden, Thaw said: 
“He (meaning White) has ruined my 
wife."’

Maplewood Man Objects to His 
Supply Being Cut Off as 
Threatened. 


Samuel Rayburn of 7200 Manchester 
Road filed a petition in the St. Louls 
County Circuit Court at Clayton Fri- 
day asking for an injunction against the 
city of St. Louis, Rolla Wells, Mayor; 
Ben Adkins, Water Commissioner; F. 
Scharwitz, Assessor and Collector of 
Water Rates; the West St. Louis Water 
and Light Co., David R. Francis, W. P. 
Kennett and J. D. Perry Francis, to re- 
strain them from shutting off his water 
supply, obtained by connection with the 
St. Louis water mains at Hewitt ave- 
nue, 

The petition asserts that Mayor Wells, 
D. R. Francis and W. P. Kennett are 
stockholders in the West St. Louis 
Water and Light Co., their stock being 
held in trust in the name of J. D. Perry 
Francis. 

The petition sets forth that Rayburn 
is a resident of Maplewood, just west of 
the city limits; that he has been a res- 
ident there for the past 10 years, and 
that about ten years ago he was grant- 
ed the right to lay a water pipe from 


Hewitt avenue to his property in the 
county. Since that time he has ob- 


tained his water supply from the city of 
St. Louis and has maintained and re- 
paired the line thus established. 

In March, 1906, the petition states, 
Rayburn paid to the City of St. Louis 
the amount charged for his water li- 


cense, six months in advance. On 
June 13 last, the petition declares, he 
received a notice from the Assessor 
and Collector of Water Rates notify- 
ing him that his water supply would 
be discontinued on and after July 1, 
that all water taps connecting the 
private line with the city’s water 
pipes would be destroyed, and tha 
a + (a the last notice that would be 
ssued. 


Will Affect Health. 


The petition then charges that the 
defendants, compelled Rayburn to en- 
ter into a contract with the West St. 
Louis Water and Light Co., in which, 
the etition alleges, Rolla Wells, 
D, Francis, ‘ B. Kennett 
and J. D. Perry Francis are 
stockholders, their stock being held 
in trust by J. D. Perry Francis, 
trustee, If the petitioner’s water sup- 
ply is cut off as now threatened, the 
peti#ion claima, a cloud will be placed 
on his property in Maplewood and an 
adequate remedy cannot then be ap- 
plied under the-law. 

The petition further sets forth that 
the contract has always been préfit- 
able to the City of St. Louis, and that 
others have been permitted to retain 
their connections with the city’s wa- 
ter pipes. If the water supply is cut 
off, the petition also states, the health 
of the city and County of St. Louis 
will suffer. It is, therefore, asked 
that the city officials and others be 
restrained from in any manner inter- 
fering with the water pipe extending 
into the county from Hewitt avenue, 
or from cutting off the water supply. 

A temporary injunction was granted, 
returnable July 21, at which time the 
defendants must show cause why the 
injunction should not be made per- 
manent,

Before swallowing the poison in his 
room at 1604 Locust street. he wrote 
letters to his landlady, to Dr. H. K. 
Franz of 2932 Barrett street, to a child- 
hood friend, and to Murray Carleton, 
millionaire president of the Carleton 
Dry Goods Co In his letter to Dr. 
Franz he willed his bady to him for dis- 
secting purposes, saying he did not want 
his relatives to get hold of the body. 

He told Mr. Carletan in the letter ad- 
dressed to him that he was out of 
work, out of money and friendless, and 
had determined to end his life.

He is one of the 
finest men who ever lived and the only 
man I have known who is really a friend 
in need.’’ 

Hockaday expressed regret that he 
had been found before death came.

PHILADELPHIA, June 29.—Death

Op- 
erators in all the signal towers along 
the line wondered at the speed of the 
Colonial as it shot by, but as the line 
was clear and the train was a trifle 
late, there was no suspicion of any- 
thing wrong until Frankford Junction 
was reached. At that place the ex- 
press always slows down, and as. there 


was no let-up in the speed the fireman, 
James Hackett, became alarmed. He 
called to Maxwell, who was at his post, 
but received no response. 

Hackett climbed over and found Max- 
well rigid in death, his fingers stiffened 
upon the leyer upon which the lives

laid his body upon the floor of the cab 
and brought the train to a standstill, 
as North Penn Junction was passed.

North Philadelphia warning the op- 
erator to keep a sharp lookout forthe 
then flying train. 

Another engineer happened to be 
among the passengers, and he was 
pressed into service by the conductor 
and brought the train into Broad Street 
Station ten minutes late. 

Railroad men gasped when they real- 
ized the awful peril of the passengers 
and were thankful that the tracks had 
been clear. Few of the passengers 
knew what caused the stop and went on 
their way without being told of the 
tragedy.

Unexpected Things Said and 
Done Attributed to Constant 
Mental Turmoil.

WASHINGTON, June 29.—President 
Roosevelt desires everyone to know that 
he wants a quiet summer at Oyster 
Bay to gxet the rest he 8 nerds. 
Notwithstanding his enormous staying 
qualities he is beginning to show the ef- 
fects of the great strain under which he 
has labored since Congress met. Those 
who come in contact with him frequent- 
ly notice that he manifests nervous- 
ness, which is new to him. 

His friends are apprehensive that se- 
rious consequences will result if he does 
not take a complete rest during the rest 
of the summer. 

The President's nerves have “gone 
back” on him, and during the last two 
or three weeks his irritability has been 
noticed by many persons. The Presi- 
dent is fighting against this as much as 
possible and has to guard himself all 
the time. So many trons have been 
kept in the fire by the administration 
that he has been in a constant mental 
turmoll, and has had no rest whatever. 

Many unexpected things done and said 
by the President are attributed to over- 
work. We has been under almost con- 
stant strain for four years. He had no 
rest after. the adjournment of Congress 
in the summer of 1904, because he 
aunged into the canvass and managed 
iis own campaign, following even small 
details. 

Tie will spend the next three months 
with his family at his summer home, 
geeing visitors only on the most im- 
portant business. For recreation he 
will ride horseback, drive. walk, row on 
the sound, chop wood in the grove near 
his home and play tennis.

ST. PETERSBURG, June 4.—A 
ghastly story come from the Yakutsk 
district of Siberia, which is the coldest 
part of the terrestrial globe, On the up- 
per reaches of the River Omolou is a 
settlement of Chookchees, an Americo- 
Asiatic tripe, whose physical type and 


language bespeak them to be superior 
to many of the Siberian semi-nomadic 
se les. These Chookchees eke out a 

ivelihood by reindeer breeding, some in- 
dividuals possessing three or four hun- 
dred, and others several thousand head. 
This. industry is liable to extreme vicis- 
situdes, swing especially to the frequent 
plagues, and two years ago the cattle 
pest swept away every reindeer in the 
settiement. 

The Chookchees are Animists, wor- 
shiping the lords of the forests, the 
rivers, the fire and the stars, and are 
addicted to murder and suicide. Folks 
when old frequently kill themselves. or. 
are killed by their affectionate relatives. 

Having lost their possessions, the 
Chookchees bravely endured hunger and 
cold, hoping for relief after the winter, 
but when the snow and ice thawed, and 
the green grass =p vrouted, and yet no 
succor came, and death by hunger con- 
fronted them, they assembled to consid- 
er the question, and having talked to- 
gether the whole day, they decided that 
each head of a house should kill first all 
the members of the famliy and then 
himself.

POISON INCOLOR 
OF POSTAGE STAMPS. 


LONDON, June .3.—The Lancet, that 
authoritative Publication of | medical 
science, warns the public against licking 
postage stamps. It has found by analy- 
sis that the yellow coloring used in the 
6c stamp is due to a poisonous salt, 
chromate of lead. 

“A fatal dose, one-fifth of a grain, of 
chromate of lead would be contained in 
l4 stamps,”’ says the Lancet. 

A_ reporter sought the opinion of a 
well-known analytical and pharmaceu- 
tical chemist in the city on the fore- 
going statements of the Lancet. 

“The sticking material of a ordinary 
stamp is not rea gum,” he my “It 
is made from ‘Geman which is a kind 
of starch and cannot hurt any one.

when touching a stamp with the tongue, 
and even then one would have to eat the 
14 stamps to absorb the fatal dose of 
chromate of of lead.” a“ .

WOMAN REJECTED HIM 





Tragedy Alleged to Have Fol- 
lowed Miss Saunders’ 
Refusal. 


A telegram announcing the capture 


at Pine Bluff, Ark., of Milton F. Berry, 
Alias Jock Murray alias John Ransom, 
wanted in Bt. Louis in connection with 
the murder nearly eight years ago of 
the woman he loved. was received Fri- 
day by Chief of Police Gillaspy from 
Sheriff James Gould 

iGilaspy wired back immediately for 
the Pine Bluff authorities to hold Berry 
at all hazards and he would send police- 
men for him as soon as requisition 
papers could be obtained. 

Fr yal is accused of killing Miss 

Mary Saunders on the evening of Aug. 
17, i899, when she is said to have 


scorned his suit for her hand in mar-l. 


riage. For months, it is said, she had 
repulsed his fidvances, and on this

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Alice Rohe Tells of Sensational Murders in the Land Which Is 
Bounded by Thespia on One Side and Bohemia 
on the Other.

,;Jr. by Edward Stokes over the beauti- 
ful Josie Mansfield, 34 years ago, has a 
tragedy of ‘the land which is bounded 
by Thespia on one side and Bohemia on 
the other given such cause for peering 
into the shadows which fall where the 
lights are brightest. Yet since that 
sensational shooting of 1872, in which 
two of. New York’s most prominent men 
and & beautiful actress figured, the 
white lights have blinked on countless 
tragedies. Many of them have crept 
into print. Some of them have been 
food for columns of newspaper stories, 
but the shadows that! steal into the side 
streets have fallen on bitter heartaches 
and unheard-of tragedies. 

In less time than it takes to write 
it any artist can change the mask of 
comedy to one of tragedy. It is only 
the down-turning of the lines of the 
mouth. The philosopher will tell sou 
that stalking among the scenes of 
laughter and hilarity there is always a 
grim shadow ready to pounce unexpect- 
edly upon the unwary and that the more 
unrestrained the mirth the greater the 
sorrow is botnd to be. 

The white lights continue to glimmer 
and the laughter and the joy of living 
continue just the same. 

The tragedies enter, they are discussed 
in awe-struck whispers for a short time, 
and then are forgotten, They make way 
for new tragedies and new shadows. 


Where Shadows Are Blackest. 
Where the white lights glisten, the 


moralist will tell you the shadows are 
the blackest. It is only natural that 
the rule of contrast will work the same 
as in natural laws. It is the world of 
high lights and shadows. 

Although older by &% years than the 
more recent tragedies, the story of Josie 
Mansfield is still referred to as the 
most sensational affair of its kind in 
the history of New York’s gay world. 
Today in the light of the Thaw-White 
shooting the old story of how Ed Stokes 
shot Jim Fisk because of the beautiful 
Josie Mansfield has been on the tongues 
of men and women who remember the 
famous sensation or who have heard it 
from their fathers. 

The shooting of Fisk by Stokes occur- 
red in the Grand Central Hotel. Fisk, 
who was deeply in love with Josie 
Mansfield, had befriended her after her 
unsuccessful attempt to win laurels as 
an actress. He placed her in a splen- 
did establishment and later introduced 
her to his friend Edward Stokes. Fisk 
soon found that

tragedies of the land of beautiful eso 
en, of laughter and bright lights. In 
the known and unknown __ heartbreaks 
which have dotted the history of New 
York’s theatrical and Bohemian life, the 
suicide of May Brookyn, the leading 
lady of A. M. Palmer’s company, was 
only a prototype of a similar tragedy 
which was to occur in New York 10 
years later. 
As the Fisk-Stokes tragedy has its 
suggestions of similarity with the White- 
Thaw shooting, so has the double sui- 
Cide of May Brookyn and Frederick 
Lovecraft its suggestion of the suicide of 
Crissie Carlisle, the beautiful young 
actress, and Charles J. Rohs, her fiance. 
May Brookyn’s Tragic End, 
May Brookyn was known to the theat- 
rical world 12 years ago. She, with A. 
M. Palmer, at the Palmer Theater, cre- 
ated the role of Mrs. Paige in the orig- 
inal production of ‘“‘Alabama.”’ Her last 
appearance in New York was as Lady 
Erlynne in ‘‘Lady Windermere’s Fan.”’ 
The manager of Palmer’s Theater was 
Frederick A. Lovecraft, ard the friend- 
ship of the leading lady and the man- 
ager soon developed into deep love. 
On Oct. 26 Frederick Lovecraft com- 
mitted suicide in his rooms at Broad- 
way and Thirtieth street. Worry. over 
business affairs was said to have un- 
settled his mind. 
Miss Brooklyn was greatly depressed 
by the suicide, but shortly after she 
went on the road with the A. M. Palmer 
company. 
A few months later a maid knocking 
at the actress’ door in San Francisco 
became suspicious at the silence within. 
Bursting in the door she found Miss 
Brookyn dead, with a bottle of carbolic 
acid by her side. She had taken her life 
the same as the man she loved. 
The double suicide of the two well- 
known theatrical persons caused a great 
deal of comment and conjecture along 
Broadway, where the two were known 
to have been devoted to each other. 
The tragedy of Crissie Carlisle is one 
of those pathetic stories moralists love 
to point out with many quotations of 
“the wages of sin.”” Yet the greatest 
sin of the beautiful young actress, who 
was the toast of the gilded youth in the 
lang where the white lights twinkle, 
wus her love of pleasure and the very 
essence of life which makes the Great 


| White Way just what-it is. 


None of the sidelights of Broadway 


tragedy than that of this girl, courted 
and feted by men of wealth, who was 
left to die miserably, unknown and 
alone in the shrubbery of High Bridge. 
There is no lesser theatrical divinity 
of Broadway who can boast of a deeper 
admiration and a greater popularity 
with the gay youth of the town than 
did Crissie Carlisle. Her apartments 
were as beautiful as her costumes. She 
hag money to lavish. 

In the life that Is effervescent and 
eare-free Crissie Carlisle was the most 
beloved. There was never a night that 
she was not the most attractive figure 
at Shanley’s or Rector’s, where the 
grinning griffin still grins sardonically 
upon so many comedies and tragedies. 
In the Casino successes she was always 
a favorite. Where the wine bubbles, the 
eyes flash and the gay life reaches its 
highest point of hilarity, there was Cris- 
sie Carlisle. 

But the primrose path of dalliance led, 
as the moralist would say, but to the 
suicide’s grave.

The story of Grissie Carlisle wag the 
old one of a favorite yesterday, forgot- 
ten today. An illness which she over- 
estimated in its seriousness had made 
her depressed. She was out of work 
and shunned her old companions. 

Two weeks after the death of the 
young actress who had found life too 
wearisome at 30, the dy of a man 
was found in Riverside Park. He had 
shot himself and .then.taken carboiic 
acid. Later it was discovered that the 
suicide was Charlies. J. Rohs, a book- 
keeper at the Waldorf-Astoria. Rohs 
had been engaged, to Crissie Carlisle, 
with whom he was deeply in love. On 
the day of their marriage the young 
woman had disappeared. When her sui- 
cide became known the young man, 
overcome with grief, followed the same 

ath which led farther away from the 
Heht and laughter of Broadway than 
Crissie Carlisle had«ever dreamed in 
her happy, care-free days. 

The story of Evelyn Granville, once a 
famous Casino beauty, is even more fit- 
ting for the pen of the moralist than 
the tragedy of Crissie Carlisle. Evelyn 
Granville traveled the path of real dis- 
sipation, which began in the brilliant 
restaurants of Broadway and on the 
boards of the famous Broadway thea- 
ters, to the jrvorkhouse. 

Eighteen yfars ago Evelyn Granville 
was one of t} } most dashing beauties of 
New York’s/ theatrical life. No young 
actress was’ Dore photographed than 
she. She lived like a diva and her cos- 
tumes and equipages were the envy of 
the hard-working chorus girls. 

It was during the regime of the Aron- 
sons that she gained her fame. During 
her theatrical success she met Burton 
Webster, a bookmaker. Shortly after, 
as Mr. and Mrs. Webster, they went to 
live at a fashionable boarding house In 
Forty-second street. 


White Light Tragedies. 


Broker Goodwin appeared on the Web- 
ster-Granville domestic scene one day 
and as a result of the beautiful Eve- 
lyn’s acquaintance Goodwin lost his Hfe, 
Webster claiming that GoodWin had in- 
sulted Evelyn and then threatened him, 
so he shot the broker. Webster was 
sentenced to 20 years at Sing Sing, and 
the famous Casino girl sank te the low- 
est- depths of degradation. 

More recent than the Webster- Good- 
win murder was the shooting of Mrs. 
Rose by her husband, Harry J. Rose, 
actor and stage manager of the Garrick 
Theater. 

That the darkest shadows that fell in 
contrast with the bright lights of Broad- 
way entered the Rose apartments in 
West Thirty-third street was brought 
out at the trial, which sent the mur- 
derer to Sing Sing for 19 years. 

The life of the Roses was one of the 
eat-drink-and- be-merry kind, until the 
‘‘morrow’’ upon which Mrs. Rose died. 
Dining at expensive restaurants, wear- 
ing beautiful clothes, the handsome wife 
of Harry Rose always found in her hus- 
band a smiling companion to her lavish- 
ness, which it was said could not have 
been backed by hig $40-a-week sala 
Then one day came the murder, and 

F. Adams, a friend of Mrs. Rose, dis- 
closed some facts which disproved the 
theory of jealousy on the part of the 
husband. The Rose tragedy was a 
white-light story with very little of the 
glamour which fell about the lives of 
the young girls who found life not 
worth living. It was murder growing 
out of the life of the land of the white 
lights. i 

Nan Patterson, the “‘Filorodora’”’ sextet 
girl, imprisoned on the charge of kill- 
ing Bookmaker Caesar Young, has 
fed the papers with sensations of so 
late date that her story is a compara- 
tively new one, although this. young 
woman, who was once in the most in- 
tense Hmelight, has passed into the 
obscurity with which the limelight oc- 
casionally favors its one-time favorites, 
The land of Thespia and of white 
lights wears its smiling face which glit- 
ters and fascinates, but it is a Janus- 
faced sort of thing, and the face of 
tragedy is turned s0 suddenly that 
laughing lips are turned to grief. 


WHITE'S SON DENIES 
OATH OF VENGEANCE,

NEW YORK, June 29.—‘‘The feelings 
that sway us now are not feelings of 
enge.

a vehement denial that he had sworn 
vengeance go Harry Thaw for as- 
sass nation i father, Stanford White. 
Public sentiment applauds the young 
man’s dignified conduct at this crisis. 
Devoted to hig father, who was reck- 
lessly indulgent of his whim, but loyal 
to his mother, too, the manly young 
fellow has maintained the most con- 
servative demeanor. 
In the end this line of action will 
serve well his father’s better reputation 
and help blot out memories of his indul- 
gences. 
At present, the utter disgust and con- 
tempt men express for the dead archi- 
tect almost makes ot Harry Thaw a 
public benefactor. That there is much 
hypocrisy in these shoutings cannot be 
denied, for White was not the only 
libertine in New York who betrayed 
young «girls. He just happens to be 
the dead one. 


Harry Thaw’s bullets cut short White's 
career only about.a year, says the doc- 
tor who made the post-mortem examina- 
tion. Although White was supposed to 
be a giant and could endure amazing 
strains upon himself, the fact is that 
he had a bad case of Bright's disease, 
one lung was almost gone, the other 
was affected and his liver was out of 
gear. His heart alone seemed sound. 
These revelations as to his physical 
condition were as amazing to his cronies 
as was his diseased morals a sh to 
those who only knew him as a master 
architect,
